Though Local Matter 



The proposed changes to the 
charter of the Town of Virginia 
Beach permitting it to collect the 
entire tax on properties located 
within its limits and in turn pay to 
the County its proportionate part 
of the maintance of the various 
governmental departments from 
which it derives benefits, although 
recommended by the Town Coun- 
cil, has not as yet been thrown 
in the hopper of the State Legis- 
lature in the form of a bill. Even 
though the bill has not been in- 
troduced the word of such inten- 
tions has reached the legislative 
chambers and from reports is be- 
ing much discussed in the "cloak 
room." 

Senator Jefferson F. Walter, of 
the First Senatorial District, in 
which Princess Anne County is for 
some unexplainable reason locat- 
ed, does not apparnetly seem very 
enthusiastic about the proposal. 
He states that "upon, its face it 
would appear to be a big order'' 
and that he is "unfamiliar with 
the conditions." In discussing the 
matter he said that he had not 
been requested to introduce a bill 
providing for these changes and 
all that he knew of the proposal 
was from indirect information. 

"I am not familiar with the 
provisions of the proposed Vir- 
ginia Beach charter change mea- 
sure, and I have not been ap- 
proached with the request that I 
introduce such a bill," he said. 
"What I know about the matter 
comes from news sources and 
comments from Individuals who, 
like myself, are not thoroughly in- 
fored. Before committing myself, 
I should like to give the matter 
study. Thus far, no bill has been 
presented in either house, I have, 
however, had a request from the 
Virginia Beach Citizens Survey 
Committee that it be kept advised 
of the program of the bill." 

D^legaie Harry Davis, f:cm 
Fiincess Anile, said that he had 
heard talk of the matter but had 
noi been requested as yet to ^i- 
rroduce we bill. 

From the geneial information 
obtainable it is believed that con- 
siderable opposition will develop 
among County representatives, 
even though this is purely a local 
matter they relieving that it will 
sit a precedent upon which other 
Townships might endeavor to 
capitalize.

Highlights on 
the Legislature 

There are many problems fac- 
ing the State Legislature which 
is now in session. There are 
many bills being introduced which 
effect the State as a whole and 
local communities as an entity. It 
is almost impossible to keep in 
touch with each and every bill 
that is thrown into the legislative 
hopper but there are several 
which appear to be of local in- 
terest the extracts of which are 
herewith set forth. 

A Bill providing for the levying 
of taxes and appropriating monies 
in counties, cities and towns for 
public school purposes. 

Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of Virginia, that the 
Code of Vfrglnia lie amended by 
adding to chapter 33 thereof a 
new section numbered 698, which 
new section shall read as follows: 

Section 698. Each county and 
each city is authorized to raise 
sums by a tax on all property, 
subkc to local taxation, of not 
less than fifty cents nor more 
than one dollar on the one hun- 
dred dollars of the assess3d value 
of the property in any one year to 
be expended by the local school 
authorities in such counties* and 
cities in establishing, maintaining 
and operating such schools as m 
their judgment the public welfare 
may require. In lieu of makiii.' 
such school levy, the board of su- 
pervisors in the counties and the 
cities may, in their discretion, 
make a cash appropriation from 
the general county or general city 
levy of an amount not less than 
the sum required by the county 
or city school budget provided bi- 
section 657, approved by the boaid 
of supervisors of the county o: 
council of the city in no event to 
be less than the amount which 
would result from the laying of 
the minimum school levy auihoi- 
ized by this section for the estab- 
lishment, maintenance and opera- 
tion of the schools of such county 
or city without the express per- 
mission of the State Board of Ed- 
ucation. In addition to this, the 
board of supervisors of any coun- 
ty, or the council of any city, may 
appropriate from any funds avail- 
able such sums as in the judg- 
ment of such boards of supei visors 
of such county or council of such

MR. KELLAM'S VERSATILITY 



Sidney S. Kellam, treasurer of Princess 
Anne County, appears to be somewhat 
versatile in his opinions, which versatility is 
obviously governed by the foot upon which 
the shoe fits. 

Some few weeks ago the audit of the 
County treasurer's office was released. At 
this time Mr. Kellam, boastfully and prob- 
ably with some justification, stated that 
there had been a substantial surplus created 
from the County's operations of the affairs 
for the year to be added to the already ac- 
crued surplus which now aggregates upward 
to sum $180,000. In releasing this state- 
ment Mr. Kellam attempted to credit this 
surplus largely to the proficiency of his 
office. We do not blame him. We do not 
question the fact that the efficiency of his 
office is responsible for a portion of this 
surplus and believe that he and his assist- 
ants should receive due credit therefor. 

Almost at the same time of the release of 
the audit of the County treasurer's books 
came an audit of the financial affairs of the 
Town of Virginia Beach. The balances as 
shown by this audit did not show a surplus 
but were, on the other hand, on the red side 
of the ledger. 

The Town Attorney looked at the audit 
and decided that some steps must be taken 
to protect the credit of the Town. With his 
usual agility of mind, he sought ways and 
means of bridging the gap between the red 
and black figures of the ledger. His solu- 
tion was the amendment of the Town 
charter. The amendment proposed would 
permit the Town to collect all of the tax on 
real properties located within its boundaries 
instead of having a divided tax between the 
Town and the County. In turn the Town 
would pay unto the County on a per capita 
its proportionate part of the cost of the 
maintance of those governmental depart- 
ments from which it derives some benefits. 
It was found that the County is annually 
building up a surplus in excess of $15,000, a 
major portion of which is coming from taxa- 
tion of properties located in the Town. It is 
estimated that the gross tax received by the 
County on town properties is over $10,000 of 
its proportionate part of the maintance of 
the governmental departments in which it 
participates. 

Mr. Ashburn presented his proposal to the 
Town Council — it was approved with instruc- 
tions to place the matter before the State 
Legislature for its approval, for from that 
body final authority will by necessity have 
to come. He likewise, through courtesy and 
not by necessity, placed the planned proposal 
before the County Board of Supervisors. 
They were dormant. But Mr, Kellam raised 
his voice in vigorous opposition. He stated 
that the adoption of such a procedure would 
seriously impair the County's financial 
status, which would eventually lead to an 
increased tax on properties throughout the 
County in order to enable it to meet its ob- 
ligations. Such a declaration does not seem 
to ring true in the faee of Mr. Kellam's 
boastful ascertion of a few weeks ago as to 
the County's financial surplus and are gross- 
ly inconsistant. 



It appears that Mr. Kellam can blow hot 
on the subject of the financial conditions ot 
the County when they may reflect some 
credit to his official position but very cold 
when a proposal is suggested which would 
possibly react toward the reduction of his 
personal income from this same office — for 
his office would be the only one effected by 
the said proposal. His personal salary is 
fixed by the Fee Commission on the basis of 
the gross collections of his office and his 
office allowances are figured on the volume 
of business handled — under the proposal both 
would undoubtedly be curtailed, so Mr. 
Kellam yelps. 

The amount involved is not very great in 
comparison to the total tax collected by 
either governmental — not large enough to 
materially hurt the County but sufficient to 
be of substantial assistance to the Town. Of 
course, the County does not want to\lose any 
revenues, no community does regardless of 
its financial status but has its people 
stopped to consider the many benefits that

Would the County be receiving thousands 
of dollars annually from the A. B. C. Board 
revenues but for the great volume of liquors 
dispensed to the summer visitors at Virginia 
Beach? No. 

Would there have been a garbage collec- 
tion and other like urban conveniences in 
the developd areas but for certain annexa- 
tion activities by Virginia Beach? No. 

Would the population of the County grown 

as rapidly as it is has but for these and 

other improvements brought about either 

directly or indirectly by Virginia Beach ? No. 

Would Mr. Kellam's salary be $6,500 a 

year but for the many developments brought 

about by the Town of Virginia Beach ? No. 

What does the Town get for the excess of 

$15,000 its taxpayers put into the County 

treasury? It gets the use of the Circuit 

Court in civil cases involving more than a 

thousand dollars and appeal cases but the 

litigant pay a fee for the privilege. It gets 

the use of appeal cases in the criminal 

branch of the law, many of which are state 

offenses and the State contributes towards 

defraying this cost. The Town has the 

facilities of the Clerk's Office for recordation 

purposes which is largely defrayed by the 

individual seeking the said recordation. The 

Town does have the use of the Commissioner 

of Revenue's office, assessment board and 

equalization board. It does have the use of 

the County jail but all toll these facilities are 

very little in comparison to the amount of tax 

contributed. 

Mr. Kellam points out there is the agri- 
cultural agency which has to be supported. 
The Town has no agricultural enterprises but 
on the other hand furnishes a rather lucra- 
tive market for the products of the County 
farmers, particularly during the summer 
months. 

Mr. Kellam points out there is the welfare 
agency which has to be supported. Quite 
true. 'v But is the fact overlooked that the 
Town has provided an expensive piece of 
equipment in the form of an emergency am- 
bulance which has been used extensively in 
serving the delinquents of the County for 
which the Board of Supervisors has recently 
refused to contribute to the cost of operation 
on some fifteen emergency calls made in 
various parts of the County. 

This seems to be a reciprocal proposition. 
The County has gained great benefits by 
virtue of the development of Virginia Beach 
and the surrounding vicinities. The Town is 
partly dependent on the County for certain 
governmental aids. The growth of the Town 
will undoubtedly be reflected to the benefit 
of the County. The County shows a marked 
plus in finances — the Town is in thq re J. By 
mutual understanding and cooperation it is 
possible that each can aid the other in future 
developments. The County should be glad 
to see the Town, its chief asset, get on its 
feet. Mr. Kellam will undoubtedly benefit 
in the long run by the progress of the Town, 
should be continued to hold his office and 
should not now be yelping about the possible 
deficits of the County after boasting of its 
superior financial condition, and the changes, 
which if made, will in all probability have 
some immediate effect on the personal 
revenues of his office.

ACCOMAC OR ACHOMACK 



It is noted with interest that Delegates H. 
H. Adams, of Northampton Courity and Del- 
egate Levin N. Davis, of the County com- 
monly known as Accomac, are championing 
a resolution in the State Legislature to 
correct spelling of Accomac. It is claimed 
by them that the original and correct spell- 
ing of the name is "Accomack" and it is their 
desire to retain the "K". 

If original spelling is to be retained and 
legislated as being correct, we would like 
to refer these gentlemen to the acts of the 
Virginia Assembly of March, 1642, as report- 
ed in volume 1, page 249, act XIII, of Hen- 
ning's ^statutes, wherein Accomac is spelt 
Achomack and Northampton is set out as 
North'ton. 

"BE it further enacted and confirmed that 
the plantation and county now known by the 
name of Achomack shall be known and call- 
ed by the county of North'ton.

The Japanese are the artists of 
the Orient. Their feeling for 
beauty is powerful; it displays it- 
self in every phase of their lives, 
in the complicated ritual sur- 
rounding the performance of daily 
tasks, in the education of girls to 
be adept in the tea ceremony, and 
to be skilfu^ as arrangers of 
flowers.

sibilities of anyone. We see a peo- 
ple who have refined the formal 
side of life to an exquisite degree; 
beauty is the criterion in success- 
ful living. 

Miss Matsui had her introduc- 
tion to English in the Girls' High 
School in Tokyo. In the course cf 
ten years' residence in America, 
she has developed a lyrical quality 
in her handling of the language 
that is well in keeping with the 
Japanese temperament. In adopt- 
ing English, the Oriental appears 
to have a predilection for the 
sharper, more active Anglo-Saxon 
words. Restless Wave was written 
in Miss Matsui's own English, and 
it has a character that is at once 
highly pictorial and supe rly grace- 
ful. 

This autobiography is not valu- 
able as a commentary on the af- 
fairs of modern Japan. It is far 
too personal for that. Indeed, we 
can be grateful to Miss Matsui for 
lifting us out of a rut Into which 
we have fallen, convinced that 
only one's reactions to political 
events and social trends are im'- 
portant enough to be written 
about. Restless Wave is the story 
of a woman who is morally alive 
to the challenge of the malad- 
justments of society, and who has 
found her personal formula for a 
satisfying life.

The political controversy that 
has grown out of the relief crisis 
in Cleveland and other Ohio cities 
emphasizes the evils of the exist- 
ing division of responsibility be- 
tween the Federal and the State 
governments. The situation in 
Ohio is likely to have an unfavor- 
able effect upon the political fort- 
unes of Senator Taft, who has 
made an issue of Federal eco- 
nomy. And it may similarly im- 
pair the political availability of 
Gov. Bricker, a "dark horse" 
candidate for the Republican 
presidential nomination. 

Amidst the confusion of charges 
and counter-charges, obviously in- 
spired by partisanship, one fact 
stands unchallenged. It is that 
Ohio needs Federal aid— and a 
great deal of it— to take care of 
her unemployed. Despite his im- 
patience with Federal interference, 
Gov. Bricker is deeply aggrieved 
by the exceptionally heavy cuts in 
WPA rolls in Cleveland. He 
charges that these reductions have 
( been exceptionally severe because 
the Federal Administration is un- 
friendly to the new Republican 
regime in Ohio. There is no way 
of testing the truth of these al- 
legations, which have been ve- 
hemently denied. But it is evident 
that the present relief set-up 
tends to engender such suspicious 
and to make the relief problem a 
football of partisan politics.

FUTURE FARMING 

County agents and extension di- 
vision officials were to conference 
here this week discussing the fu- 
ture of agriculture in this section. 
Very little new can be devised but 
a strict adherence to principles 
laid down years ago would give 
the greatest ray of hope for the 
future. It is fairly well agreed that." 
Southslde Virginia farmers must 
adopt a general farm' program. 

When agriculture was most 
profitable in this section a general 
farm program was in force. In 
the years before the turn of the 
century, practically all food and 
feed necessary for the family and 
the stock was produced on the 
farm where it was consumed.

the egg production of your 
flock decline sharply with the 
coming of winter? Or will there be 
little or no decrease in the number 
of eggs you obtain? Assuming, of 
course, that your hens are free of 
disease, the answer will depend al- 
most entirely upon whether or not 
your poultry house is wired for elec- 
tricity. 

What has electricity to do with 
maintaining the laying efficiency of 
your hens? In the first place, they re- 
quire thirteen to fifteen hours of light 
per day to consume sufficient food to 
lay regularly. When days are short- 
September to April— there is only 
enough natural light to permit them 
to eat little more than is necessary 
to keep up their body weight As a 
result; the production of eggs is 
greatly decreased just when prices 
are highest 

By using electric lights to artificial- 
ly increase the working day and thus 
give your hens a normal amount of 
time to exercise and eat their egg 
production can be kept approximate- 
ly uniform throughout the winter. 
Although standard light bulbs are 
commonly used for poultry house il- 
lumination, ultra-violet lamps have 
become increasingly more popular 
during the past several years. These 
also furnish an invisible light mat 
supplies the necessary quantities of 



I Vitamin D— an essential to strong, 
healthy birds and to more eggs with 
a greater percentage of hatchability 
and fertility. 

A second major use of electricity 
in maintaining the winter laying ef- 
ficiency of your flock is for water 
warmers. As an egg is abouj^ two- 
thirds water, much if not all of the 
benefits of electric lights will be lost 
if your hens are not provided with 
an adequate and regular supply of 
water at the proper temperature — 
a minimum of approximately 50 de- 
grees. The safest and most conveni- 
ent method of warming the water is 
with electrical heaters, the immer- 
sion type with thermostat control be- 
ing preferred because of its ease of 
handling and freedom from atten- 
tion. 

What will poultry lights and water 
warmers cost you? Excluding wir- 
ing, and with power at five cents per 
kilowatt-hour, the lights will vary 
from 1/10 toaA/10 cents per bird per 
month, depending on the schedule 
you use. Water warmers, at the same 
rate, will cost from one to five cents 
each per day, toe average being near- 
er the lower figure. When used from 
about September 1 to April 1, lights 
and water warmers will give you a 
net gain in income of 15 to 50 cents 
per hen per year— frequently more. 

Full information on toe wiring and 
lighting of poultry houses can be ob- 
tained from your state college or uni- 
versity, or from toe equipment man- 
ufacturers.

Mr. Wysor said a bill to amend 
the Virginia Cooperative Market- 
tog Act "on a fair and reasonable 
basis" in accordance with the 
needs and wishes of agricultural 
interests would be introduced in 
the legislature today. Mr. Wysor 
declared that more than 50.000 
Virginia farmers are members and 
owners of cooperative associations 
established to market farm prod- 
ucts and to purchase farm sup- 
plies. He referred to the Coopera- 
tive Marketing Act as the "Bill of 
Rights" of Virginia Agriculture. 
His statement, in part, follows: 

"Virginia is an agricultural 
state. Seventy per cent of our 
people depend either directly or 
indirectly upon farming as the 
source of then- livelihood. From 
the standpoint of agriculture the 
most important legislation by this 
session of the General Assembly 
Is the amendment of the Virginia 
Cooperative Marketing Act. That 
act is the Bill of Rights,, of Vir- 
ginia farmers. 

"The act permits farmers to 
join together in cooperative non- 
profit associations, under restric- 
tions and limitations which are 
properly severe, for the marketing 
of their farm products and the 
purchasing of their supplies. It 
authorizes and makes possible self 
help by farmers. It is an instru- 
mentality—and the only available 
instrumentality — through which 
farmers can hope to protect their 
economic rights, and, therefore, 
their standard of living. 

"Fanners are manufacturers. 
Their raw materials are feeds, 
seeds, fertilizers, and other farm 
supplies. Their finished products 
are milk, eggs, meat, and other 
farm products. They are the only 
manufacturers who buy their raw 
materials at retail and sell their 
finished products at wholesale. It 
is a tough game, as evidenced by 
the fact that the average income 
of farm people Is less than half 
that of those who are engaged 
in non-agricultural pursuits." 

"Thinking people everywhere 
accept the fact that one of the 
worst aspects of our economic dif- 
ficulties In this country has been 
and still is the devastating un- 
balance between agricultural 
prices on the one hand and the 
prices of the goods and services 
that farmers must buy on the 
other hand. This has been an ur- 
gent problem for more than fif- 
teen years. It is now more acute 
than it was in 1930 when the Leg- 
islature of Virginia amended this 
cooperative act to make it more 
useful to farmers in the formation 
and operation of cooperative pur- 
chasing associations. To be exact, 
for 1930 the purchasing power of 
farm products was 87 per cent of 
the pre-war (1910-14) average, 
whereas in 1939 it was 75 per cent 
"Economists, business men, and 
intelligent people everywhere re- 
cognise that a restoration of a 
better balance between farm 
prices and industrial prices— re- 
storation of parity, if you want to 
call it that — is in the Interest of 
all the people, both urban and 
rural. 

"Agricultural cooperative is the 
most hopeful instrumentality for 
restoring such a balance. It is 
also the least costly to the gov- 
erment and to the public. 

"The only sound basis for hope 
that the enormously costly farm 
relief program of the Federal gov- 
erment can some day be dispens- 
ed with lies in the development of 
agricultural cooperatives for self 
help on the part of fanners. 

"Cooperatives have no net earn- 
ings or income to which the in- 
come tax can be applied. Any net 
savings out of operating margins 
belong to the members In propor- 
tion to their use of the business 
and are returned to the members, 
less such reserves as may be 
necessary to finance the business. 
.To be more than fair in the 
"matter of paying taxes, farmers 
have provided in then- amend, 
ment proposals that their* coope 
rative association shall pay license

taxes on all business dene with 
non-members and also on all 
business in consumer goods, such 
as clothing, groceries, etc., whe- 
ther done with members or non- 
members." 

"To be doubly sure the act is 
destroyed," the foes of coopera- 
tives "propose to place farmers' 
cooperative corporations under 
some additional special disadvant- 
ages that do not apply to their 
own or any corporation chartered 
under the general laws. They want 
to direct the State Corporation 
Commission, if it can find the 
slightest violation of the rules, to 
revoke cooperative charters and 
liquidate the business. Is that not 
an example of sweet charity and 
reason? 

"But for good measure, and to 
climax this chicanery, they take 
a shot at Virginia Polytechnic ' 
Institute, the State Agricultural 
College. They want to forbid it to 
perform educational service for 
farmers, the very purpose for 
which it was established. Perhaps 
they think if they can keep the 
farmer in ignorance, they can con- 
tinue to 'take care' of him. 

"Such legislative request is an 
insult to the intelligence of the 
General Assembly of Virginia. We 
repeat, if the Legislature of Vir- 
ginia enacts into law the amend- 
ment the merchants request there 
will be no Marketing Act except 
to name. No cooperative with an 
ounce of intelligence would op- 
erate under such a law." 

"Since we want no cooperative 
monopolies, the objective of farm- 
ers shall be, and is, to put through 
their cooperatives Just enough 
business and no more to operate 
at maximum efficiency, and 
therefore make them good pace- 
setters for all others engaged In 
rendering the same service. To 
meet fully this objective, the pre- 
sent business of Southren States 
Cooperative is not big enough 
until it has at least doubled. It 
will, as it grows, do an increas- 
ingly good Job for farmers."

-TRAVEL AMIRICA" IN ISM 

"Travel America Tear" has been officially endorsed in a pro- 
by President Roosevelt, who modernises and streamlines 
the old slogan of "See America First" in an official declaration from 
the White House which urges that "we in the Americas further con- 
aoUdate our unity by a better knowledge of our own and each others' 
countries through the instrumentality of travel." 

At the front of the movement is the United States Travel Bureau, 
a set-up of the Department of. Interior. There have been several meet- 
ings of officials to get the travel idea in motion, and to pep up the 
leaders of travel Industry of the United States and Canada. Many of 
the representatives of interested groups gathered a few days ago in 
Washington, Among them were the Governors of Alaska, Porto Rico 
and the Virgin Islands, the Chief of the Canadian Travel Bureau and 
various officials and leaders of the automobile and bus industries, 
railroads, the American steamship lines, travel agencies and airways. 
It is not too safe to travel abroad this year. Because of this 
fact the "Travel America Tear" proclamation during 1940 is most 
timely. With the best highways in the world, and incomparable net- 
works of railroads ready to meet all situations, the officials of the 
United States Travel Bureau have gone to bat on this proposition. 
The American public is told to cherish the thought and cultivate the 
hope of using the family bus and' the commercial vehicles for travel 
to see oar own country during the year 1940. Senator Bailey of 
North Carolina describes "the economic culture and recreational 
advantages of travel" as an asset that cannot be over-estimated. Mr. 
Bailey Is the author of a travel Mil In the Senate, and Representative 
Lee of California has a similiar bill In the Bouse. Congressman Lee 
told the Bouse that American travelers have spent over 4 hundred 
tntnwwi dollars in a single year In traveling in Europe. Apparently 
those magnif icient millions are to be added to the 1940 travel business 
of the United States. It is a sum not to be sniffed at since It la a 
substantial need to the domestic situation. 

A summary of possibilities issued by the National Park Service 
mdtcatm that the Federal and State Government will cooperate In 
promoting national travel this year. In 1939 the railroads stimulated 
"circular tours" to the New York and San Francisco World's Fairs.

A bill providing for the 
of Mosquito Control districts 
introduced in the State 
ture by Representative Harry B.

This bill is of 
cular interest to Virginia 
and Princess Anne County as ft 
permits the creation of one or 
more districts by the authorisa- 
tion of the Town Council and the 
Board of Supervisors.

The bill provided that an addi- 
tional tax may be placed on the

A FIRE HAZARD 

Z-u-o-e — Z-u o e. Two blasts on the siren 
at the fire station — fire at the south end 
of Virginia Beach. Location Fourteenth 
Street and Pacific * Avenue. Gong-gong— 
whiz goes the fire apparatus — specific loca- 
tion of the fire is the Town Hall. Quick 
action on the part of the fire fighters in 
making hose connections — but — what? Not 
sufficient water to keep the pumper going 
Results — one building of a vintage to make 
excellent tinder gone to ashes. Net loss — al 
most nil. 

These are possibilities and reasonable 
probabilities and from a casual survey of 
such a situation, it would appear that the 
loss would be almost nil, as the building is 
nearly a shell and one of considerable age. 
But what of the valuation of the records that 
are housed in this shell of a building? Is 
it realized that the single records of some 
hundred thousand dollars of taxes, water 
bills and etc., as well as other public docu 
ments, are kept in this shell of a building? 
It is true that they are stored in a safe ; but 
what of the safe that they are stored in ? The 
fire underwriters give such types of safes 
twenty minutes of durability when subjected 
to intense heat. If such a catastrophe should 
occur, what would be the status of these 
hundred thousand dollars of delinquent bills? 
How would they be established ? How much 
would be collected? 

This same shell of a building also houses 
human life — frequently many persons in- 
carcerated behind iron bars. What chance 
would these have if such a fire should occur? 

A stigma has already been placed on Vir 
gink as a result of loss of life occasioned 
by fire in some of her inadequate jails — a 
stigma to which this community does not 
want to contribute. 

It is fully realized that the Town is not 
in a financial position to erect a new munici- 
pal building but there is a condition existing 
which should be corrected. Ways and 
means have been found to raise funds to 
wards the eradication of the mosquito. Plans 
are in the making for the construction , of 
a garbage incinerator to assist in the eli 
mination of flies — both excellent projects 
towards the creation of a more comfortable 
condition for its inhabitants and the many 
visitors who come to Virginia Beach. If 
these problems can be solved, why can not 
the problem of the preservation of incar- 
cerated human life and records of substantial 
amounts of delinquent bill likewise be solved? 

The best solution, of course, would be the 
erection of a new municipal building hut this 
plan is not advocated at this time. Due to 
the financial condition of the Town, it is im 
possible. There may be, however, a solu 
tion. One that probably would not be very 
popular with many but one which would 
temporarily bridge some of the crying needs. 

What is this solution? The conversion of 
the recreation room and other spaces which 
could be made available in the fire station 
into municipal offices and the installation of 
detention calls. This would undoubtedly 
crowd some things and eliminate other acti- 
vities but in an emergency there is justifica- 
tion. The space could be made reasonably 
efficient at a comparatively low cost. It 
would, of course, eliminate the recreation 
room and some other conveniences, but 
when an individual is broke he by necessity 
has to forego many conveniences and at 
times crowd his family into a limited space, 
so why should not the same be true with a 
municipality? The saving in expense oi 
heating and incidental expenses of opera- 
tions by the consolidation of the housing of 
two municipal activities under one roof 
would soon pay for the cost of the necessary 
alterations.

completely burned but those persons held 
in custody and the sole copy of a hundred 
thousand dollars of delinquent tax bills

building) would be safe in a reasonably fire 
proof building which is now designated as 
the Police and Fire Station. 

SENATORIAL REPRESENTATION 

It was noticed a few days ago from a press 
report of an interview with Senator Jeffer-I 



son Walter in lufei es msc to the 
charter amendments of the Town of Virginia 
Beach that the Senator stated that he was 
"not familiar with the conditions as they ex- 
isted at Virginia Beach nor their relation to 
Princess Anne County'*. This statement does 
not come as a surprise. It could hardly be 
expected that the Senator would be familiar 
with the conditions or needs of either Vir- 
ginia Beach or Princess Anne County. As 
a matter of fact, it is doubted that he would 
even Jcnow that either of these communities 
existed but for the fact that once in four 
years he hears that he has received so many 
votes for his renomination — for just what 
reason he gets these votes is not quite under- 
stood. 

By the way if you did but know it Senator 
Jefferson F. Walter is the representative of 
Princess Anne County and Virginia Beach 
in the State Senate— a fact which we doubt 
if one resident out of twenty in the County 
knows. It is doubted that one person out of 
fifty know him by sight and one out of a 
hundred of the County have a speaking ac- 
quaintance with the Senator. He, has been 
conspicuous in the County by his absence. 

We do not altogether blame Senator Wal- 
ter for his indifference. He can retain his 
seat in the Senate by keeping his political 
fences mended in the Counties of Eastern 
Shore and there is no necessity for him to 
spend a great deal of his time in a County 
whose interest is foreign to the major por- 
tion of his district. 

The question of redistricting is due to 
come up this year. In this redistricting, 
Princess Anne should be taken out of its 
present senatorial district. It is realized that 
the County is not large enough to be created 
into a senatorial district within itself but it 
could be placed in a district with a commu- 
nity whose interest is more in common. It- 
could be placed in a district in which its. re- 
presentative is more accessible to the people 
and vice-versa. 

The probabilities are that the people of the 
County would have no more voice in the 
selection of their representative than they do 
now but certainly there would be a closer 
contact and far greater community interest. 
As it is now the county is isolated from the 
major portion of the district; there is no 
community interest and little of common 
purpose. So foreign are these areas to each 
other that their joint representative is un- 
familiar with the conditions as they exist on 
this side of the Bay and unable to offer an 
opinion on the advisability of certain legis- 
lation affecting the County and Town. 

We need to be placed in a position where 
there will be a closer contact with our re- 
presentative or our representative be in a 
position to be familiar with our needs and 
thereby able to express an opinion — when 
such question arise as to these needs. 

THE VILLAGE MOVEMENT 



Back in the little town of Scarsdale, New 
York, a movement was recently started 
which is typically in the American tradition. 

It is known as "The Village Movement,' 
and is sponsored by a group of representa- 
tive citizens of the community. Its purpose 
is to restore representative government and 
to let business expand and make more jobs. 
Its ten objectives include: To uphold the 
Constitutional division of power of the Fed- 
eral government; to restore to the Federal 
government simplicity of form and economy 
of operation ; to resist government encroach- 
ment upon legitimate business; to encourage 
agriculture and industry, and aid those in 
need through local machinery; to support 
labor in its right to work and bargain collec 
tively; to foster all social improvements of 
reasonable character which the country can 
pay for, and to resist the coercive tactics of 
all pressure groups. 

The underlying purpose of this movement 
is obvious — to impress the people and the 
local community with the traditions of the 
nation's founders. Few of us realize how 
far we have strayed from the principle of 
local self-rule. The independence and rights 
of local government have been lost little by 
little, almost without notice. And the result 
has been to create a gigantic and incredibly 
costly Federal bureaucracy which is inevita- 
bly opposed to the perpetuation of true demo 
pracy. 

What these Scarsdale people have done, 
should be emulated on the widest possible 
scale by thousands of other communities of 
America. If We are to maintain democracy 
and sound and solvent government, there 
must be a resurgence of local responsibility, 
local independence, local effort to serve the 
industries, farmers and working people of 
the nation. Centralized government is the 
enerriV of true representative government. 
And the Village Movement sems to be one 
possible cure for a trend which has gone 
farther than most of us know in saddling 
this country with the principles of totalitar 
ianism.

CURTAINS GOING UP 

By Albert MeCleery and Carl Glick 

If there is one expression about 
the legitimate drama more pre- 
valent than any other, it is the 
oft-heard lament that the grand 
old days of the theatre are dead. 
The expression, indeed, has al- 
most become a proverb. But the 
theatre of today is not dead; it is 
very much alive. More alive than 
it has ever been during its long 
and somewhat checkered career. 
In this country there are more 
plays being produced, more people 
taking part in their production,! 
and more people attending the 
theatre than at any time since 
the first playhouse was opened on 
these shores in the early 1700's. 

The story of these plays and 
these people is told by Albert Mc- 
Cleery and Carl Glick in "Cur- 
tains Going Up". It is the story of 
the little theatre in America— or 
of the community theatre, as the 
authors prefer to call it. And a 
strange, absorbing, heartening 
story it is. 

With the advent and develop- 
ment of the motion picture, at 
the beginning of the century, the 
death-knell of the road show and' 
stock company was sounded; It 
remained only, for talking pic- 
tures to strike the final blow. The 
glamorous days of vaudeville, of 
one-night stands with "The Old 
Homestead", "East Lynne," "The 
Count of Monte Cristo", and the 
latest Clyde Fitch or Belasco play 
were over. The matinee idol, the 
parade down Mam Street, the pea- 
nut gallery became things of the 
past. The old Opera Houses, which 
were formerly gaily lighted and 
ready for the touring companies 
from New York, were now dark 
and deserted; and road show act- 
ors, to their amazement, found 
themselves stranded hundreds of 
miles from home. The theatre 
west of Broadway had closed its 
eyes and quietly gone to sleep. 

Then suddenly — though it had, 
in reality, been gradual, if largely 
unnoticed — a sort of mass move- 
ment began. Enterprising men 
and women, realizing the need of 
the dramatic form, got together 
in their communities — much the 
same as Stanislavski in Russia and 
Antoine in Paris — to fill the gap 
with home-town talent. Deserted 
barns and tobacco warehouses, 
empty stores and unused garages 
were being swept out and painted. 
The play? Well, it might be Shaw 
or Shakespeare, but more likely 
it was one of Wilde's comedies, or 
a recent Broadway success, a Gil- 
bert and Sullivan operetta, or a 
farce written by the local high 
school principal, the librarian, or 
even the undertaker. 

And so, since the turn of the 
century, a new kind of theatre

• pay of teachers, we are by no 
means certain that it is wise to 
obtain practically all the funds 
for that purpose from this source. 
Many people have the feeling 
and we think it is a justifiable 
one, that the alcoholic beverage 
system should not be permitted to 
assume too much importance in 
our state government, financially 
or otherwise. Even if this position 
be not justified by the nature of 
this particular business so far as 
the tax under consideration at 
present is concerned, it is open to 
the objection that increase in the 
price of alcoholic beverages made 
necessary by the tax will, no 
with ' doubt, encourage the illegal manu- 
facture and sale of intoxicating 
liquors, and will very probably de- 
feat the purpose of its imposition 
by lessening, rather than increas- 
ing the amount of revenues re- 
ceived from this source; also it 
would appear undesirable, to say 
the least, to have our school re- 
venues coming in so large a part 
from a source so variable and un- 
certain. We cannot help but be- 
lieve, therefore, that it would be 
much better to provide the neces- 
sary funds, or at least a substant- 
ial portion of them from other 
taxes.

TOO MUCH MONEY IN 

POLITICS 



The use of money in political 
campaigns continues to be a topic 
of interest to the people of the 
entire country. The problem is 
not as easy of solution as one 
might think although the expendi- 
ture by a candidate of hundreds 
of thousands of dollars cannot be 
endorsed. 

Off hand, one would be inclined 
to believe that the way to limit 
the use of money in political cam- 
paigns would be to prohibit its use 
but the solution is not as easy as 
this. For example, political ma- 
chines, existent in almost every 
large city and state, maintain or- 
ganizations that do considerable 
work in elections. They are not 
paid directly by the candidate 
himself but everybody knows that 
the machine workers get their 
compensation in other ways. 

Individuals living in the least 
populous states of the Union find 
it difficult to realize how much 
money is used to pay political 
workers in some states. Where 
powerful machines operate, the 
only chance for an independent, 
as a rule, is a well-stocked cam- 
paign fund, able to put out the 
cash for the workers necessary. 

The problem seems to be wrap- 
ped up somewhat with the direct 
primary, whose opponents are 
quick to blame it for the plethora 
of money in election contests. 
However, the solution will have to 
come through some other means 
than the oblition of the direct 
primary because it has definitely 
won the support of the vast ma- 
jority of the people of the coun- 
try.

The University of Chicago has 
abandoned intercollegiate football 
at the conclusion of a spectacul- 
arly unsuccessful season.

A 1940 Farm Plan 
For Each Farm In 
The Old Dominion 

fei •! 

Aia'lndividual soil conservation 
Parnt Plan for each farm In Vir- 
ginia, has been, or soon will be, 
turned! over to and discussed with 
fanners by representatives of local 
county Agricultural Conservation 
associations, according to an an- 
nouncement from the State AAA 
office at Blackaburg. 

The plan, say AAA officials, 
points oat to each farm operator 
the payments he may earn if he 
participates In the 1940 con- 
servation program and plants 
within the acreage allotments of 
soil-depleting crops established for 
his farm this year. Every farmer 
Is Invited to discuss his individual 
plan In detail with county or com. 
munity AAA committeemen. 

The Farm Plan also recom- 
mends urgently needed soil-build 
lng practices on each individual 
farm and shows how, by carrying 
out those practices, the farmer 
may meet his soilbuilding goal 
and earn maximum soil-building 
payments. Also explained are the 
rates of deduction from payments 
when the acreage allotments are 
exceeded, and when the soil-build- 
ing goal is not met. 

In discussions between farmers 
and representatives of the county 
association concerning the plan, 
consideration is given to individual 
farm needs and problems. Special 
.interests, desires, and opportuni- 
ties of the farmer in respect to 
.soil conservation and restoration 
on his farm are given attention, 
aay AAA officials. Of particular 
usefulness to farmers is the full 
.and complete story the plan gives 
«! the opportunities available to 
individuals through approved AAA 
practices for a sound soil-building 
program* 

The Farm Plan is an excellent 
Instrument for clearing up mis- 
understandings and misinforma- 
tion on th« part of farmers re- 
tarding the purposes and provi- 
sions of soil conservation prac- 
tices. The program is pointed to- 
ward the general attainment of 
carefully chosen county soil-build- 
ing goals in line with V. P. I. ex- 
tension and experiment station 
recommendations and those of the 
county board of agriculture, say 
AAA officials. 



Merchants 
Answer Co-ops 

"The twenty-five thousand re- 
tall merchants of Virginia do not 
enjoy any special privileges under 
the law, they pay millions of dol- 
lars each year in taxes and they 
employ thousands of people whose 
livelihood is dependent upon the 
merchants' success," said Presi- 
dent Charles W. Holt and W. T. 
Wade, Jr. of the Retail Merchants 
Association of Virginia, Incor- 
porated. In a joint statement issu- 
ed today. Mr. Wade is chairman 
of the Legislative Committee of 
the Association. 

"The so-called Co-operative 
Marketing Associations are doing 
$22,000,000.00 of business per 
annum in this State. To a large 
extent they are in direct com- 
petition with manufacturers, 
wholesale and retail merchants in 
many parts of Virginia. Tet the 
Co-ops enjoy tax exemptions un- 
der the Virginia statute which 
those with whom they are in com- 
petition do not have. This gives 
the Co-ops a manifestly unfair 
advantage. The Co-ops receive 
the same benefits from govern- 
ment as all other businesses. It is 
claimed that they consist only of 
groups of farmers entitled to spe- 
cial consideration. An investiga- 
tion of the corporate structure of 
many of them will show that they 
are thriving business corporations 
rapidly developing into the class 
of business giants. One such Co- 
op corporation in this State does 
a business of approximately $13.- 
000,0000.00 per annum," they 
added. 

Their statement was the result 
of the efforts of the so-called Co- 
operative Marketing Associations 
in this State to retain the tax ex- 
emptions which they now enjoy 
under the Virginia law and which 
the merchants have characterized 
as "unfair competition." 

They explained that under the 
present law co-operatives pay no 



State or local license taxes, except 
$10.00 per annum to the State, no 
income taxes, no taxes on capital 
or reserve funds, and they also 
enjoy other tax exemptions in- 
cluding an exemption from all 
federal Income taxes. They point- 
ed out that the merchants of this 
State pay all of these taxes and 
yet in many localities are com- 
pelled to compete with Co-ops who 
are doing a general wholesale and 
retail business. One Co-op was 
held by the Supreme Court of 
Appeals of Virginia to be selling 
at retail articles such as cosme- 
tics, patent medicine, bicycles and 
many other similar commodities 
which have no relationship what- 
ever to the production of agricul- 
tural products. 

"The Co-ops have Introduced a 
bill in the Senate of Virginia 
which does nothing more than 
create a camouflage. It will give 
them the right to sell almost 
everything and they will have 
practically the same tax exemp- 
tions they now enjoy. This bill is 
Senate Bill No. 98 and the tax- 
paying merchants of Virginia are 
unalterably opposed to it," said 
Messrs. Holt and Wade. 

Messrs. Holt and Wade stated 
that the merchants did not ob- 
ject to tax exemptions for co-op- 
erative associations which engage 
solely In the marketing of farm 
and dairy products, but they 
added, "The merchants of Vir- 
ginia do protest bitterly against 
the tax exemptions granted co- 
operatives who engage in the sale 
at wholesale and retail of general 
merchandise in competition with 
other merchants who are required 
to pay taxes. It is manifestly un- 
fair to the merchants and to the 
general public that such co-opera- 
tives should have any tax exemp- 
tion. 

They further stated that some 
of these Co-ops not only had gone 
far beyond the original intent of 
the law but have become vast cor- 
porate institutions whose prefer- 
red stock can be purchased by 



anyone whether or not, he la a 
farmer. These co-ops admit that 
their preferred stock has never 
missed paying a six percent divid- 
end and yet they claim to be non- 
profit. 

"The State Taxes which the Co- 
op wsill be required to pay under 
House Bill No. 53 which the mer- 
chants are backing," said the 
statement of Messrs. Holt and 
Wade, "would be approximately 
$60,000.00 a year. This money is 
sorely needed by the State for 
public schools. Hence the payment 
of these by these corporations," 
they said, "will directly benefit 
the farmers through the education 
of their children." 



Choke Of Fence 
Depends Upon Home's 
Architecture 

Whether the fence is intended 
as a complement to an attractive 
house or as a thing of utilitarian 
value to mark boundaries, provide 
privacy, and keep dogs and child- 
ren from the wheels of automo- 
biles, all home-building authori- 
ties urge the home owner to con- 
sider the architecture of the house 
in choosing the style of the fence. 



Builders of new homes frequ- 
ently have an architect to advise 
them on fence style, but owners 
erect fences usually have to make 
of existing homes who wish to 
their own selections. The primary 
rule, according to those qualified 
to advise, is that the fence repeat 
the character and scale of the 
house and setting. 

Among general rules to be ob- 
served in choosing fence style are 
these: 

Low homes should have low and 
horizontal fences. 

Florida and California homes 
sometimes use crisscross wooden 
fences for good appearance, while 
iron fences of Spanish design are 
also of good taste. 

Simple rail fences which repeat 
the horizontal lines of the house 
are adaptable to modern -homes. 
Pickets Per Colonial Homes 

Picket fences are considered 
good for Colonial homes. 

The stone homes of Penn- 
sylvania usually are encompassed 
by four-railed whitewashed fences. 

Picket fences are perennial fa- 
vorites for the Cape Cod cottage. 

Unusually attractive effects are 
sometimes obtained by using a 
stone fence topped with wood 
rails. 



How To Mix 
Concrete 

Many home owners like to make 
their own concrete repairs be- 
cause so often the job is too smal. 
to justify calling in a regular re- 
pairman. 

These proportions for concrete 
mixtures are recommended by the 
Technical Division of the Federal 
Housing Administration: 



For plain concrete, use 1 part * 
Portland cement, 3 parts sand. 5 
parts gravel or crushed stone; for 
reinforced concrete, nee 1 part 
Portland cement, 2 parts sand, 4 
parts gravel or crushed stone. No 
more than seven gallons of water 
and when the aggregate is already 
moist, there should be less water, 
as the strength of the concrete 
depends to a great extent on the 
quantity of water used In propor- 
tion to that of cement.

When any mosquito 
control district is created under

of each such commission. Where 
the mosquito control district so 
established consists of territory 
wholly within one

of the State of Virginia, then each 
such political subdivision shall de- 
signate one member; and where 
any mosquito control district shall 
by agreement between political 
subdivisions consist of territory 
lying within more than two poli- 
tical subdivisions of the State of 
Virginia, then in every such event 
the remaining two members of 
the commission for that district 
shall be designated by the State 
Health Commissioner from resi- 
dents within said district. 
Powers Defined 
Section 3. The commission for 
any mosquito control district, and 
their successors in office, are here- 
by created a body politic and cor- 
porate, to have and to us a com- 
mon seal, to contract and be con- 
tracted with, and generally and 
specially to have all the powers 
necessary to carry into effect all 
of the provisions, intents and pur- 
poses of this act. The term of 
commission members, other than 
the State Health Commissioner or 
his deputy, shall be for four years 
each, and such members shall con. 
tinue to serve after the expira. 
tion of their terms until their suc- 
cessors have been duly appointed 
and qualified. 

Section 4. Any mosquito con- 
trol commission created under the 
provisions of this act shall ap- 
point its own secretary, and it 
shall fix his compensation. 

Section 5. Any mosquito control 
commission created under the au- 
thority of this act is empowered 
to employ all necessary clerical 
assistants, engineers, scientists 
and laborers, to do any and all 
things necessary or desirable by

oi all species of mosquitoes in the 
district for which it is appointed. 
It is specifically authorized and 
empowered to < g canals, ditches 
and drains, to fill depressions, 
lakes, ponds or marshes, which are 
breeding places for mosquitoes, 
and to take such other steps as it 
may deem necessary. 

Section 6. Any mosquito control 
commission created under the au- 
thority of this act is vested with 
the power of eminent domain so

whole or a part of whose territory

Thousands of the waterfowl, 
their migratory instinct apparent- 
ly set awry by freak temperatures, 
failed to complete customary 
flights to winter resorts in the 
south. Come January's sub-zero 
wave and the birds faced starva- 
tion when ice sealed their feeding 
grounds. 

Over 40,000 mallards and other 
species were discovered in starv- 
ing condition on the frozen Illi- 
nois River near LaSalle in late 
January. A Granville, Illinois, 
physician reported the plight of 
the birds to the state Ducks Un- 
limited organization which fan- 
mediately raised funds for corn 
to be distributed by state game 
wardens. 

Thousands more ducks were 
trapped on Long Island, N. Y. 



'when coastal bays as well as in-' 
land waters became ice-bound. 
Newspapers and radio stations co- 
operated vMth Ducks Unlimited 
in raising a "Feed the Starving 
Ducks" fund. 

Rhode Island sportsmen took 
similar action when Narragansett 
Bay, an arm of the Atlantic 
ocean, froze from shore to shore. 
Michigan and Ohio have their 
quotas of winter-bound fowl. 

But the predicament of ducks 
in northern states isn't the half 
of it. More of the waterfowl 
never even left their Canadian 
breeding grounds, according to 
word from Winnipeg, Manitoba. 
B. W. Cartwright, Chief Natur- 
alist of Ducks Unlimited (Can- 
ada), reported 3,000 wildfowl 
stranded at Buffalo Lake. Alberto; 
2,000 at Pelican Lake, Manitoba, 
and undetermined numbers at 
various points in southern Saskat- 
chewan. Canadians raised funds 
to feed the "lost" ducks while

Poor grading may be the cause 
behind many damp basements. 
The finish grade should slope to 
drain water away from the bund- 
ing, and where this does not oc- 
cur the home owner should recon- 
struct the grade to accompUah 
proper drainage. 

All backfilling adjacent to the 
foundation of a house should be 
placed in layers approximately 13 
inches to thickness, and each lay- 
er should be puddled and tamped 
before additional layers are 
placed. Where the ground-saois- 
ture condition warranto It* drain 
tile with Joints left open and cov- 
ered with tar paper or burlap 
should be laid next to the fast- 
ings and sloped to drain the 
water to a dry well or sesmr or 
other outlet. The drain tile should 
be covered with at least 12 inches 
of broken stone or gravel. All con- 
struction debris should be remov- 
ed from the trench before filling, 
and the finish grade should net 
come within eight inches of any 
wood ' construction.

EHFA Purchases 
$25,000,000 In 
Sale Contracts 

Authority Operates Now in 

33 States, Cooperating 

With 420 Utilities 



FARM FAMILIES AIDED 



More than 170,000 sale con. 
tracts, totaling upward of $25,000,- 
000, have been purchased by the 
JDectric Home and Farm Authori- 
from approved appliance deal- 
ers and electrical contractors, A. 
T. Hobson, General Manager and 
Secretary of the EHFA, has re- 
ported to Jesse Jones, Federal 
Loan Administrator. 

Mr. Hobson pointed out that 
tile Authority's activities have 
encompassed 33 states and that 
Its services have been made avail- 
able to people in all types of 
communities. A total of 420 utili- 
ties are making use of the Auth- 
ority's cooperation to facilitate 
the purchase of equipment by 
their customers, and more than 
3,600 dealers and electrical con- 
tractors have agreements with 
the EHFA. 

Rural Families Stressed 
Special emphasis has been laid 
on providing a means for families 
In rural areas to take advantage 
of the continued spread of power 
facilities through the purchase of 
electrical equipment on easy 
terms. 

In many areas now served by 
the EHFA," Mr. Hobson declared, 
"installment financing of this 



equipment was not available due 
to a scattered population, which 
made it impracticable for private 
financing companies to offer this 
service at rates comparable to 
those existing in more congested 
regions. 

Power Loads Increased 

"By financing these purchases 
at a low rate of discount through 
the EHFA, families have been 
able to obtain many labor-saving 
devices, and, in addition, the 
power loads of utility lines have 
been increased. This last factor, 
in many cases, may have been an 
incentive for utilities to extend 
their power lines into areas which 
heretofore had not been served by 
electricity." 

Mir Hobson reported that pur- 
chase of 83,344 contracts for elec- 
trical refrigerators led all other 
items included in the list of appli- 
ances financed by the EHFA. 
Next in line were washers, of 
which 33,043 were financed 
through the Authority; electric 
ranges came next, totaling 27,990; 
water heaters totaled 8,715 and 
ironers 4,167. 

Small Down Payments 

Mr. Hobson said that financing 
terms set up by the EHFA were 
designed to provide sufficient time 
for families of modest incomes to 
pay for necessary appliances at a 
low discount rate coupled with a 
small down payment. 

The finance charge is 5 per cent 
annually on the original unpaid 
balance, and the minimum down 
payment on new major appliances 
is 5 per cent of the retail installed 
price. Other appliances and elec- 
tric-wiring installations require a 
minimum down payment of 10 per 



cent of the cash installed price. 

Individual new major appli- 
ances may be financed over a 
maximum period of 36 months. 
Two or more new major appli- 
ances, however, such as a refri- 
gator and a stove, purchased on 
the same contract, may be financ- 
ed over a period as long as 48 
months. Wiring installations may 
be financed over a period up to 24 
months. 

Services of the EHFA are avail- 
able to purchasers of domestic 
electric and gas equipment in 
those areas where utilities, with 
reasonably low rates, have agreed 
to bill and collect installment 
payments along with customers' 
service bills. Except in the case of 
farm customers, who may arrange 
for seasonal payments, all in- 
stallments are payable monthly.

Plans for a County wide 'tuber- 
culosis prevention educational 
campaign in cooperation with the 
national campaign to be waged 
throughout the Country were 
formulated at a meeting of the 
Educational Committee of the 
Princess Anne Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation, held last week at Vir- 
ginia Beach. Mrs. R. O. Barr, of 
Virginia Beach, is the chairman of 
Education for the local chapter 
and she la to be assisted by Mrs. 
J. TJ. Goode and Mrs. W. P. Dick- 
son. Miss Florence Winfleld, 
field worker for the Virginia 
Tuberculosis Association with 
which the Princess Anne Chapter 
is affiliated attended the meeting 
and explained that the State as 
well as the National Organization 
has a two point program for the 
year 1940— first the Educational 
campaign to be known as the 
1940-under-case-early diagnosis 
campaign which will be promoted 
in April and secondly, the Fall 
Seal Sale to be promoted from 
Thanksgiving through Christmas. 
M}ss Winfield explained that 
the Tuberculosis Association was 
organized primarily to do com- 
munity education, and by ♦hor- 
oughly educating the general pub- 
lic in regard to the dread disease 
tuberculosis and its menace to the 
health and well being of the com- 
munity to prevent the spread of 
the disease and lower the death 
rate. She pointed cut that the 
disease kills one hundred and 
seventy-five people each day in 
America. 

Through speakers at group 
meetings; posters, radio programs, 
and newspaper publicity the local 
chapter will conduct its drive in 
April under the guidance of Mrs. 
Barr. The National Organization 
will assist all local organizations 
in the campaign by radio and 
magazine publicity. 

Miss Winfield will return to the 
County on March 14, 1940 to 
show educational sound pictures 
relating to the work being done to 
aid sufferers from Tuberculosis 
and the prevention of the disease. 
The local dhapter will assist 
with the tuberculosis Clinic to be 
held February 26th, 1940 at the 
Oceana High School under the 
auspices of the County Health De- 
partment. All pupils in the Coun- 
ty schools found by the County 
Health Department Clinic to be 
in need of X-rays, who are unable 
to afford the same, will be taken 
care of by the Princess Anne 
Tuberculosis Association.

The early morning railbus of 
the Norfolk Southern Railway 
ran into an open switch on MLon- j 
day just outside of the City limits 
of Norfolk. After leaving the 
main line it crashed into a coal 
gondola on the siding and injured 
seventeen passengers who were 
thrown from their seats by the 
force of the impact. None of the 
passengers were critically injured. 
A. L. Lum of Ingleside. prob- 
ably sustained the most serious 
injury with a fractured leg. 

The railbus was going from Vir- 
ginia Beach to Norfolk on the! 
first morning run when it ran into 
the open switch at the Tidewater 
Junction just out of Norfolk. In- 
vestigations develope that the 
switch had been opened and lock- 
ed. The track is used jointly by 
the Norfolk-Portsmouth Belt Line 
Railroad and the Norfolk South 
Railroad. . 

The coal gondola had been 
shifted to the siding during the 
night and it has been developed 
definitely whether the switch was 
left open by the shifting crew but 
it is suspected that it was done 
maliciously by someone who has 
been. recently prosecuted for tak- 
ing coal from the side tracked 
gondolas. 

C. W. Parsons, optrator of the 
railbus, was absolved from all 
blame for the accident by L. B. 
Wickersham, general manager of 
the road, who said "he did all it 
was humanly possible to do to 
avoid it."

While there may be other subdivisions 
within the State of Virginia which may be 
able to show a balanced budget plus a sur- 
plus, we happen not to know of one that can 

parallel the financial status of Princess 
Anne County. 

It is our understanding that our County 
has accumulated a surplus of $180,000 after 
meeting its current and extraordinary ob- 
ligations. This is as an oasis in a desert 
of prof fligacy, waste, extravagance and debt 
accumulations by the public servants of the 
people, in whatever direction that we may 
look. County, Municipal, State and National 
governments seem to have but one thought 
with respect to finance and that is to "tax 
and spend, tax and spend" to the limit, 
except that in the State and its subdivisions, 
there is a constitutional inhibition against 
issuing bonds for current expenses, and even 
this, in some instances, has been observed 
in its breech. It is refreshing, therefore, to 
find that the officers of our County can and 
have exercised restraint in the matter of 
spending. Not only is this true but modera- 
tion has been exercised in the matter of the 
amount of tax levied. Improvement bonds 
have been issued 'tis true, but within the 
limits fixed -by the constitution, the servicing 
of these bonds has been provided for amply. 
The News extends its thanks and congratula- 
tions to our Bourd of Supervisors for the 
degree of statesmanship manifested. 

By comparison the light emanating from 
our town Council is not conspicuous by it 
brilliancy. Taking stock of the example im- 
mediately before our eyes would it not be 
timely for the people of Virginia Beach to 
take notice and give our Town fathers a 
gentle hint as to a school in which they 
might learn valuable lessons? It is said that 
"distance lends enchantment to the view" 
and maybe our rulers have raised their vision 
beyond environment, in so doing perhaps 
their gaze fell upon the statesmanship of 
Norfolk City. If so, in the words of Bacon, 
we warn them "Vice is a monster of so 
freightful mien; to be hated needsSfout to be 
seen, yet seen too oft, familiar witJ&pBpf face, 
we first endure, then pity, then emfeace." 

Norfolk City is paying interest on $39,- 
800,000.00 of indebtedness, with assessed 
values, in many instances, in excess of its 
market value — a city, which for eight years, 
expended an average of $500,000.00 in 
excess of its revenue. Suddenly its obliga- 
tions matured only to find its financiers 
unable to meet maturities. The banks, very 
properly, refused to come to the Council's 
relief until expenditures were reduced and 
Its budgt balanced. Inevitably the City's 
credit was smashed by reason of its default ; 
it was in a terrible dilemma. 

It will doubtless be interesting to know 
how it squirmed out. First, it went to the 
State Legislature and asked permission to 
issue long time bonds with which to meet 
deficits in current expenses, and by the way, 
was in violation of the basic law (Sec. 184b). 
Nevertheless, the Legislature responded 
favorably and as no one contested the matter 
before the Courts, it was gotten away with. 
These bonds sold all the way from 65c 
up on the dollar, notwithstanding the fact 
that they bore 6% interest. That was just 
eight years ago and recently the City Man- 
ager publicly stated that the credit of Nor- 
folk City had never been impaired. This has 
all been forgotten and irtow Norfolk City's 
Council is repeating the experiment of 1924- 
1932. Recently that same City Manager, to 
whom the taxpayers are paying $9,600.00 
annually to shape its destinies, made a trip 
to New York, at the taxpayers' expense, to 
find a man to tell him and the City Council, 
how to meet the emergency. By the pay- 
ment of $2,500, he found his Solomon, who 
would tell him what to do, upon the further 
payment for services of 10% on the amount 
saved. We have not a doubt but that had 
he appealed to the Norfolk bankers, he would 
have saved the expense of the trip to New 
York, the $2,500.00 retainer fee and would 
probably have gotten better advice, and 
maybe saved in the future the 10 r /< or 
^0,000.00 of additional fee. Already the 
over burdened real estate owners have been 
served with notice that their tax rate must 
he increased to meet the several hundred 
thousand dollars expenditures in excess of 



upon rather thin ice; let ne hope that they 
will take a few lessons from Princess Anne 
County's Board of Supervisors rather than 
from the Council and City Manager of Nor- 
folk City. 



While discussing the question of extra- 
vagance and our reference to the basic law 
of our State, we are reminded that when the 
constitution of 1902 was promulgated, the 
annual sessions of the General Assembly of 
indefinite length were dispensed with and 
biennial sessions, limited to sixty days, 
were substituted. Perhaps, that innovation 
was warranted at a time when the annua) 
expenditures did not exceed three millions 
of dollars. The State was just emerging 
from the days of reconstruction poverty, nor 
had it entered upon the highway of spending 
and its increased prosperity, but now that 
we are spending $88,000,000.00 annually, it 
therefore might be wise to amend our con 
stitution again to provide for annual sessions 
and lift the 60-day limit. Tis true that it 
would cost more for annual than biennial 
sessions but is it economy to crowd into 60 
days the necessity for appropriations of 
$177,000,000.00 and the multiplicity of laws 
that must be enacted to cover two years of 
an enormously increased business? Would 
it not be wise to spend a probable $150,000 bi- 
ennially and secure deliberate and carefully 
considered laws and appropriations of $177,- 
000,000.00? 

It seems to us that it is time for our direc- 
tors of the State's destinies to be relieved 
of the haste and turmoil incident to the bi- 
ennial sessions. It has been said, and 
properly, that hasty legislation is bad legis- 
lation. At the present increase of expendi- 
tures it will not be long before the State 
budget will top $100,000,000.00 annually. 
Private corporations doing much less than 
an hundred million dollar business meet at 
much more frequent intervals. 

Of course, it is highly probable that our 
State government could be efficiently con- 
ducted on a much smaller expenditure than 
at present, but with the multiplicity of 
Boards and Commissions fastened like bar- 
nacles upon our ship of state, all clamoring 
for more money, the expenditures are likely 
to increase rather than decrease. The lack 
of time on the part of our Legislature to 
attend to the State's business, gives a sem- 
blance of justification for the growth of a 
bureaucratic government, with all of the 
cvna accompanying them. These bureau 
cratic heads are appointive and are respon- 
sible to the Governor not to the people.there- 
fore, there is no way by which the taxpayer 
can reach them, however, dictatorial and 
tyrannical they may become. In the end, it 
resolves itself into just that, but we can 
reach our Representatives and when they 
over reach their authority, it is within the 
power of their constituents to replace them.

Again there is a Bill before the General 
Assembly of Virginia to create a drainage 
District, authorized to spend $10,000,000 for 
disposal plants. Virginia Beach has develop- 
ed its own disposal plant at its own expense 
and would not be directly interested if it 
were not incorporated in the proposed drain- 
age area. The News has not seen a copy of 
the Bill and therefore is not fully advised as 
to its scope. 

Of course, our Representatives in the 
Assembly will be advised and will doubtless 
protect our interest, nevertheless it behooves 
us, likewise, to keep in touch with the situa- 
tion. It would be a sorely distressed matter 
to find ourselves included in the pro rata 
paying part should the Town be included in 
the district and the bill becomes a law. 

This movement was defeated two yearn 
ago when it was referred to the people. It 
is a bureaucratic measure meaning a job for 
some man for life with ten million dollars to 
spend and a continued maintenance expense. 
Another case of taxation without representa- 
tion. 

A proper anti-pollution law is favored bul 
we are eternally opposed to the creation of 
a bureau of such immense power as would 
inure to its enactment. 

The State is or ought to be, interested in 
preserving our seafoods, not only because of 
the increased revenue to the State but as a 
health measure, therefore, the State should 
contribute at least one half of the cost. Then 
it should enact a law requiring that the 
necessary disposal plants be erected by the 
various entities now polluting our waters, or 
rather inhibit each political subdivision from 
polluting its waters. This would force the 
erection of disposal plants by the interetsed 
political subdivisions. Each community has 
its county, town or city Board of Supervi- 
sors, with the necessary instrumentalities 
for the erection of the kind of disposition 
needed. We have to pay for these instru- 
mentalities whether there be a drainage 
bureau created or not. The overhead of a 
bureau, therefore could be saved to the tax- 
payer and afterwards the mainteannce coat 
would be comparatively small. The plum, so 
dazzling to the eyes of the bureaucrats seek- 
ing the creation of a drainage area, is too 
alluring to give up the effort. Should it be 
defeated a second time by a referendum to 
the people, we may then look for an effort 
to pass the act through the Legislature with- 
out reference to the people. It will require 
eternal vigilance on the part of the public to 
prevent this iniquity. The best way to 
defeat it is for the various communities to 
unite and instruct their representatives to 
support an act authorizing local construction. 



The Commission having no con. 
trol over Council meetings, it was 
our thought that such a hearing 
would be granted at the next re- 
gular session of that body. Short- 
ly after the filing of our request, 
we were informed that Council 
would consider the matter at a 
special meeting to be held on 
Thursday night, January 18th, 
and notices to that effect were 
sent out to the members of the 
Commission. 

Late on Tuesday afternoon, 
-January 16th. we learned that 
Council would meet that night, 
the Thursday date having been 
abandoned. Please believe me that 
this change, which because of its 
suddenness seriously inconven- 
ienced members of the Commis- 
sion and forced hurried action on 
our part, was not sought by the 
Commission. If the change In 
dates was a surprise to you it was 
so, too, to us. 

You speak of a lack of opposi- 
tion present at this special meet- 
ing. As we recall It, you were 
present at the well-advertised 
Town meeting held several weeks 
previously at the Virginia Beach 
School, and also at the regular 
meeting of the Council at which 
this bill was originally discussed. 

To the best of the writer's re- 
collection the only opposition 
voiced to the original bill by any- 
one was a member of the Council. 
Did you not consider the groups 
present at both sessions repre- 
sentative citizens of Virginia 
Beach? They did not speak in 
jpposition because they favored 
the bill, without the referendum 
provision. 

The Commission has no desire 
to engage in argument on this or 
any other matter. The Commis- 
sion does believe, however, ^that 
he public is entitled to a fair re- 
view of the Commission's actions 
and to this denial of any conspi- 
racy or collusion on our part to 
have Council consider our pro- 
:osal at a secret meeting, from 
which a non-existent opposition 
was excluded. 

We are in complete agreement 
with your statement that "If 
special meetings are to be called 



merely in the sense that they lend 
color to the presumption that a 
spirit of nihilistic pessimism is 
pervading Germany.

But 
we are opposed to the destruction 
of our Portsmouth and Norfolk 
County Ferries just to give bond- 
ing houses, and others behind 
bonding schemes, the opportunity

The supreme court of the 
United States had a modest cele- 
bration last week of its 150th an- 
niversary but a review of its his- 
tory shows that it has had a pro- 
minent part in the working out 
of the national destiny. Establish- 
ed as one of the three parts of 
the national government under 
the constitution, the end of Its 
first 150 years found it occupying 
a high place in the opinion of the 
American people and a recognized 
instrument in making the Ameri- 
can constitution a working docu- 
ment. The court has been criti- 
cized at times for its opinions con- 
cerning various laws but taking 
its performance over a century 
and a half, it has shown a re- 
markable record of consistency in 
upholding: rights set up when this 
government was formed. Various 
presidents have wished to make 
the court more amenable to their 
policies but the highest tribunal 
has been allowed to function as 
an independent branch of govern- 
ment in approximately the man- 
ner which the founders of the 
present federal system intended 
it to operate.

torian, in his book, "Congress, the 
Constitution and the Supreme 
Court," pointed out that is con- 
cept is entirely American. He 
wrote: "Just as written constitu- 
tion is amendable only by the 
people was wholly an American 
idea, so the proposal of a court 
with authority to determine when 
congress had overstepped the 
bounds set up by the constitution 
and to curb any attempt by con- 
gress to amend or alter the Ameri- 
can constitution was purely Am- 
erican; it was the result of a de- 
termination to escape from the 
English system of an omnipotent 
parliament unrestrained by any 
court; it was a rejection of the 
British plan." 

Surveying the American consti- 
tution's ability to survive the 
changes of more than 150 years 
of life in a nation which was al- 
tered from a frontier economy to 
an enormously complex mechan- 
ism, it must be concluded that the 
document was not only remark- 
able in itself but that it has been 
interpreted wisely. As to whether 
or not the congress of the United 
States has needed restraining 
under the constitution, the record 
shows that the court has over- 
ruled congressional acts no less 
than 71 times since the court was 
established. 

No doubt the founding fathers 
had in mind that the court would 
be one of the checks and balances 
in government but they must also 
have seen the necessity for mak- 
ing the constitution what the 
document said that it was, "the 
supreme law of the land." Its 
judgments have contributed to the 
political and social philosophy of 
hie nation and have perhaps 
formed a basis for long-term 
thinking and planning. The Am- 
erican people have shown tenden- 
cies, which is a part of our na- 
tional life, to swing from one ex- 
treme to another. 

Attorney General Jackson may 
have had a similar idea in mind, 
when he spoke at the court's 
sesquicentennial celebration: 

"Time will no doubt disclose 
that sometimes when our genera- 
tion thinks it is correcting a mis- 
take of the past, it is really only 
substituting one of Its own." 

Finding the court offering 
ample proofs of its vitality on the 
occasion of its first 150 years, Is 
discovering also that the American 
form of constitutional government 
has worked and served the people 
as it was intended to do. Similar 
proofs are available for the legis- 
lative and executive departments, 
an indication to all the world, 
that democracy functions in 
America.

MR. JUSTICE MURPHY 

President Roosevelt yesterday 
appointed Attorney - General 
Frank Murphy to succeed the late 
Justice Pierce Butler on the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court. Mr. 
Murphy, as was his predecessor, 
is a Catholic, a Westerner, and a 
Democrat. Mr.Murphy, however, 
is considered a liberal while Mr. 
Butler was considered a conserva- 
tive. We use the word "consider- 
ed" as, in our opinion, "liberal- 
Ism" and "conservatism" are 
largely a matter of personal de- 
finition. 

The new justice is a native of 
Michigan, where he served one 
term as Mayor of Detroit and one 
term as Governor. In the Interim 
he was appointed by President 
Roosevelt to the governor-general- 
ship of the Philippines. Prior to 
his election as mayor he served 
his state in a judicial capacity. 

It was as Governor of Michigan 
that Mr. Murphy attained nation- 
al prominence, being the chief 
executive at the time of the "sit- 
down" strikes in the automobile 
industry. This newspaper, along 
with many others, viewed with 
alarm the governor's action in re- 
fusing to enforce court orders and 
tacitly approving an obviously 
illegal strike. Gov. Murphy took 
the view, however, that what he 



did was necessary to avoid blood- 
shed. 

At any rate he was defeated for 
re-election when he faced the 
voters some eight months later, 
after which he was appointed by 
the President to succeed Homer 
Cummings as United States At- 
torney-General, which office he 
has held for little more than a 
year. 

As Attorney-General, Frank 
Murphy has done a splendid job. 
He has reorganized the Justice 
Department and has with courage 
and ability prosecuted corrupt po- 
litical gangs the nation over. His 
anti-trust prosecutions, too, have 
been conducted fearlessly and im- 
partially, and his appointments 
have been on merit. 

In our opinion, Frank Murphy 
is an utterly sincere man and an 
able one. We are convinced, too, 
that as a member of the Court he 
will Interpret the law, not make 
it; that as a jurist he will be sub- 
servient only to his conscience.

Large numbers of pound stakes, 
which had been driven in place by 
fishermen in preparation for the 
Spring shad run, were carried 
away by heavy ice floes last week, 
as Tidewater thawed out of the 
heaviest freese in several years. 

The ice and snows, which pre- 
vailed for nearly two weeks, creat- 
ed an almost unprecedented scar- 
city of fish and oysters, the Com- 
mission of Fisheries reported. 

Moat oyster grounds were cov- 
ered with thick ice, and only 
dredge boats, operated In deep 
water, were able to get any oys- 
ters. Private oyster grounds, 
most of which are in shallow 
water, were nearly all ice-locked 
until last week's thaw. 

Fish were almost equally rare 
during the most rigorous days of 
the freeze, and coastal trawlers 
caught most of those which were 
taken. The schooners returned 
from each trip caked with heavy 
ice. Local fishing devices, like 
private oyster grounds, were sur- 
rounded by Ice and were Inacces- 
sible. 

Scarcest of all seafoods were 
crabs. During one week the 
price rose from the normal whiter 
level of $2 a barrel to $9 a barrel.

Floor squeaks often 
eliminated. To locate them, walk 
back and forth over the floor 
from one end of the room to the 
other, making each trip about 2 
feet apart. Walk slowly and rest 
the weight firmly on the floor 
with each step. Then walk sys- 
tematically back and forth across 
the width of the room. Mark the 
exact places on the floor over 
which the squeaks occur. Measure 
and record the distance to the 
spots from the sides and ends of 
the room. 

If the Joists on which the floor 
is laid are exposed on the under, 
side, it is then possible to locate 
the squeaky areas on the under- 
side of the floor by using the mea- 
surement data obtained in the 
room. Where cracks occur be- 
tween the flooring and the jetets. 
it Is likely that small wedges 
driven between the subfioor and 
the Joists will prevent further 
squeaking. It may be necessary 
to Jack up and level any sagged 
or defective Joist and then rein- 
force it with planks spiked to 
either aide. 

lb other cases, especially ill 
the case of floors which seem 
springy or give when walking over 
them, insufficient rigidity may 
cause the flooring strips to slide 
slightly against each other caus- 
ing a squeak. This la most likely 
to occur when one of the flooring 
strips is not straight. It is some- 
times possible to eliminate such 
a squeak by driving a finishing 
nail down through the crack be- 
tween the two pieces at the point 
where they rub together. Before 
driving they rub together. Before 
wedge to spring the two flooring 
pieces apart so that the nail, 
after being driven, will hold the 
pieces apart and so that it will 
not cause damage when driven.

DISHONESTY IN LATIN GOVERNMENT 

Poor put upon Mexico! She's broken-hearted now because the 
ell companies she despoiled have charged her with a dental of Justcie. 
"Bow can they be so unfair?" she asks in hurt confusion. "Bow can 
there be a denial of Justice for who knows what the seised oil proper- 
ties were worth?" she asks. 

After thus confusing the issue. Mexico adds guilelessly that she's 

valuing these properties and is ready to pay the amount she 

they are worth (although she hardly has two thin dimes to 

the other) therefore there's no occasion for diplomatic 

until the value is fixed. 

So much for Mexico's bland, childlike claims. Now let's look at 
the record and see whether or not there has been a denial of justice. 
The record shows that: 

(a) The Mexican Supreme Court has stated that the constitu- 
tional safeguards for the prompt payment of property expropriated 
have as* relation to the oil companies because their property was so 
wast that Mexico could not make prompt payment. 

Tji everyday words this means simply that Mexico holds grand 
to be legal. "If you steal enough it's okay; but if you are a 
thief you break, the law," she says. 

<b> According to the Court, in its decision, under the president- 
ial decree and the expropriation law of 1936, payment could be made 

of an unstated percentage of the proceeds of oil to be extracted 
in the future from the properties of the expropriated companies, and 
that if these proceeds proved insufficient, the companies would then 
have a claim against the Government. * 

By the record Mexico forcibly seised the foreign-owned oil prop- 
erties twenty-two months and three weeks ago. She has operated 
them during this period, producing more than 100,000,0000 barrels 
of oil from the wells drilled with foreign capital on land bought with 
foreign capital and geologized with foreign skill. And she has trans- 
ported this oil through pipe lines built by foreigners and placed it in 
storage foreigners bfdlt. or loaded it into tankers with foreign built 
loading sacks. In all of these twenty-two months and three weeks 
Mexico has not tendered the foreign owners one cent in payment for 
their properties. This constitutes a clear-cut denial of justice accord- 
ing to the postulate laid down by Secretary of State Hull, who said 
in a note to Mexico on July 21, 1038 that: 

". ... the American owners whose properties have been taken, 
are left not only without present payment, but without assurance 
that payment will be made within any forseeable time. 

"The taking of property without compensation is not expropria- 
tion. It is confiscation. It is no less confiscation because there may 
be an expressed Intent to pay at some time in the future. 

"If it were permissible for a government to take the private prop- 
erty of the citizens of other countries and pay for it as and when, 
In the judgment of that government, its economic circumstances and 
Its local legislation may perhaps permit, the safeguards which the 
constitutions of most countries and established international law 
have sought to provide would be illusory." 



TREATIES LIKELY TO WIN 

The so-called Hull Trade Treaties are occupying a great deal of 
attention in Congress. All forms of tariffs are favored, and opposed, 
because different parts of the United States have articles they want 
protected. As a rule they don't care what happens to the other fel- 
lows. 

Bull gave the Democratic party low tariff recipes and glorified 
his offerings with magnificent treaty-trimmings. But this Innovation 
eras labeled as a "temporary" affair, and as such the "experiment" 
was dated to expire in June of this year. The present, question is 
whether to continue the existing treaties. So far Hull is the winner 
and unless he is slowed down his trade program will last at least until 
the wars are over. 



THE STUDY OF INSURANCE 

The investigation of life insurance companies by the Federal 
Mon op oly Committee pussies policy-holders throughout the country, 
because the average citizen looks upon these Government inquiries 
as indlcattag that there is something wrong. 

Chairman OMahaney of the Monopoly Committee told the Sen- 
ate a few days ago that "the only object of the Committee is to 
gather substantive facts regarding the economic situation and to 
present them in such form that they may be studied not only by the 
Ittee but by the public also." 

Be said he had taken pains to set at rest "some of the mistaken 
notions as to what the Committee is trying to do." In substance, he 
denied magazine and news articles that gave the impression that the 
agency system of selling insurance might be overhauled and destroy- 
ed by the Government. . 

NATIONAL LABOR RELATIONS BOARD 

The House of Representatives Committee that is investigating the 
KLRB has gone very carefully into the merits of the alleged favoritism 
to the CIO, as charged by the APofL. The upshot of the whole 
mailer is that there is a pretty general agreement indicating that 
there Will be amendments to the legislation, to lessen powers of dis- 
cretion in the Administration of the labor laws. 

The possibilities are that there will be some radical changes in 
the personnel of the Board. This may strengthen public confidence. 

An appropriation of 50 thousand dollars is to be provided to con- 
tinue the Committee.

SOILS— Every soil is fertile to 
some plant but no sell Is fertile 
to all plants. A, soil may be 
adapted to the growing of corn, 
spinach or pine. You can change 
a soil so that it will become 
adapted to a particular plant. 
Much time will be saved, how- 
ever, by choosing a soil suitable 
for the desired crop and then im- 
proving this soil. 

LIME— Do you enjoy being call- 
ed upon to make a speech on the 
spur of the moment? Are you at 
a complete ton for words- when 
this occurs? Then why expect 
lime to correct a poor, sour soil 
when applied the day before 
planting. Lime is usually applied 
by the vegetable grower to im- 
prove the growing conditions for 
a particular crop as well as for 
succeeding crops. It acts fairly 
slowly and should be applied suf- 
ficiently ahead of seeding to bring 
about the desired results. 

TURNINO RYE— When should 
rye be turned for the best results? 
Ask a dozen growers and a like 
number of answers will be receiv- 
ed, differing radically. Weather 
might be considered a determining 
factor. The crop should be 
plowed under before the soil be- 
comes too dry. To wait until the 
soil is too dry may result in a 
failure of the succeeding crop due 
to insufficient moisture. Rains 
may not come in time. In seasons 
of ample rain the crop may be 
left until a heavy growth is se- 
cured. In turning under a heavy 
growth of rye or other green 
manure crops it is kept best to 
apply around 150 pounds of a 
nitrogenous fertilizer to aid in 
decomposition. Ordinarily a crop 
should not be planted until two 
or more weeks after turning the 
cover crop. 

FERTILIZER— Do you have a 
copy of the latest recommenda- 
tions on fertilization of truck 
crops hi Virginia? This may be 
had for the asking. Write to the 
Vegetable Extension Service, 
Blacksburg, Virginia or to the 
Virginia Truck Experiment Sta- 
tion, Norfolk. Virginia for your 
copy. 

FERTILIZER PLACEMENT— 
Do you remember the old family 
reunions which you attended as a 
youngster,— those where all the 
elders were fed first and you were 
lucky to get to the third or fourth 
table? Do you remember how de- 
lectable the food appeared from a 
distance? Anticipation was often 
greater than realization. The 
same principle applies to the fer- 
tilization of your crops. Unless 
you put the fertilizer where the 
crops can get it, they may starve 
in sight of the promised land. 
You will be interested In a mime- 
ograph on this matter which may 
be obtained from the sources 
mentioned above.

them." 

If the Balkan states could get 
together and form a cohesive neu- 
tral Woe. their chance of being 
invaded would be small. They 
would have an army of close to 
2.000.000 first line troops, adequ- 
ately equipped and backed by a 
sizable air force. But the Balk- 
ans are a crazy-quilt of mixed, un- 
friendly nationalities. Never in 
history have they been able to 
work cooperatively, or to adjust 
their opposed and divergent ambi- 
tions and policies. 

the report showed, increased 7.3% 
over the previous year with a to- 
tal of 4*6.614,000 calls made. Com- 
pleted long distance calls amount- 
ed to approximately 8,600,000, an 
increase of 8.7%.

As of December 31, 1030, the 
Chesapeake and Potomac Tele- 
phone Company of Virginia served 
313,110 telephones, it was reported 
today by Lloyd B. Wilson, presi- 
dent, in the annual report of the 
board of directors. This repre- 
sented a gain of 17,167 telephones 
during the year. The company op- 
erates in about one-third of the 
state of Virginia. 

Gross additions for the exten- 
sion and Improvement of the com- 
pany's plant in the state for 1930 
amounted to about $5,500,000. To- 
tal cost of this plant and equip- 
ment at the close of 1939 amount- 
ed to 642,434,414. As an indica- 
tion of the growth of the business, 
the report pointed out that ex- 
penditures for construction for 
the last three years have amount- 
ed to 615.000,000. which Is equal 
to 43% of the cost of all plants 
In service three years ago. 

The report further showed that 
operating revenues of the company 
in 1030 totaled 610.603,000, an in- 
crease of 7.4% over the previous 
year. Total* expenses amounted to 
$6,324,802. a per cent increase of 
8 J. Operating taxes, which show- 
ed an Increase of 8135,568, or 
11.7% over 1038, amounted to 
$1,297,965 

Net earnings of the company for 
1030 totaled 63,368,008. or 5.09% 
of the average cost of the plant 
in service. This compared with net 
earnings of 6.08% of the average 
cost of the plant in service in 
1938. 

At the end of the year, the re- 
port disclosed, there were 2,938 
employees. The total payroll for 
1030 amounted to $4,531,483, re- 
presenting the highest average 
weekly pay in the history of the 
company. 

Benefit payments to employees 
totaled $116,750. The company's 
plan for pensions, disability and 
death benefits has been in opera- 
tion for 27 years. It was amend- 
ed effective January 1, 1940, to in- 
crease the period during which 
employees having 15 or more years 
of service will receive full pay for 
sickness and accident disability.

Financially biased?

Under the fundamental principles of our government 
wevthe people, are fortunate in that we are guaranteed 
tin rignt to form opinions and to freely express them, 
either verbally or in print, so long as the utterances 
thereof do not sound of treason, libel or slander. 

The News exercised this prerogative a few weeks ago 
in expressing its opinion editorially in favoring the pro- 
posed amendments to the Charter of the Town of Virginia 
Beach and at the same time set forth the reasons therefor. 
In doing so, it was anticipated and fully expected that 
there would be opposition to the proposal and answers to 
the arguments set forth, particularly from those whose 
poeketbooks might be touched by the proposed changes. 
These answers are always welcomed by the News, so long 
as they are couched in a dignified language, for it is 
thought that open discussions of public affairs are enlight- 
ening and healthy for any community. It has been the 
purpose and will be the future aims of the News to discuss 
all such affairs affecting either the County or the Town 
with an open mind — unbiased— fair— not misleading and 
above all in a truthful manner, as it considers itself the 
servant of both of the communities and it has repeatedly 
said it will carry all communications of any person bearing 
on any subject so long as they are not libelous. 

The expected answer has now come — come over the 
signa tu re of five highly respected and capable citizens of 
the County, whose opinions are always recognized in the 
discussion of public affairs— but it comes phrased, sur- 
prisedly, in bombastic verbiage, aimed directly in the 
greater part at the local press, probably so worded in 
efforts to conceal the fallacies in the presentation charter 
changes. 

As to being biased, the News or its stockholders have 
only nrinor holdings in either of the political subdivisions 
and wenM not be materially affected financially either way 
the wind blew; but on the other hand it is particularly 
interested m what it believes to be for the common good 
of both of these political subdivisions upon whose people 
it has to depend for a livelihood. 

These five gentlemen are all large property holders in 
the County. They assert, and while not conceding the 
same but for the sake of argument, we accept their state- 
ment without charging it to be misleading and untrue, 
that, if the proposed charter amendments are adopted and 
the County loses the excess revenues now obtained from 
the Town, that the County will be in the red within two 
years. They further assert that this would necessitate 
an increase of the County tax rate from 20 to 25 cents 
per |100 of assessed value which would, if correcVreach 
into their poeketbooks. But in the same breath, they 
suggest that the Town increase its tax rate, which now\m 
the gross is on the par with that of the County, by ^ 
cents per $100 in order to tax* care of its deficits. Th 
are apparently willing to step forward to place a dag. 
into the heart (the Town) which feeds the arteries/ of 
progress throughout the County— "Et tu, Brute? 

The "Committee of Five" assert that the tax rate of 
the Town has been reduced within the past eight years in 
the amount of 55 cents per $100 assessed values, "which 
reduction was made possible by action of the County. In 
checking back it is found that the Town had a tax rate in 
1931 of $2.50 reduced to $2.40 in 1932 and still remains 
$2 40 in the year of 1939, which was a reduction of ten 
cents brought about in handling of Town affairs. In 1931 
the school tax was $1.25 and is now 90 cents but this 
amount is required by law to be uniform throughout the 
school district, which, in our case, is composed of the 
County and the Town. This entire amount is returned to 
the Town and there has alway been a surplus over the re- 
quired school expenditures in the Town. The general 
fund tax in 1931, eight years ago, was fifty cents— in 1938 
it was still fifty cents. In 1931 there was a 20 cent levy 
to apply to interest and a sinking fund to take care of 
County bonds taken over by the Town due to annexations. 
This, of course, having been paid, the 20 cent levy was 
removed but the Town paid its proportionate part ot^ re- 
tiring this bond issue. At best it can be said the school 
tax has been lowered 35 cents and if the Town's school was 
separated from the County system it could still be de- 
creased. But our friends cry fifty-five cents reduction 
due to County actions. Not misleading nor untrue— Oh 
no — just inaccurate in calculation. 

As to being misleading and unfair to the County and 
its officers, the News accepted the statement of the Coun- 
ty Treasurer, believing in his integrity, on the County s 
financial condition as being correct as he submitted it to 
the Norfolk newspapers. We had to accept it as we have 
not had the opportunity of examining the audit nor were 
we graced with a copy of the Treasurer's statement; he 
apparently believing, as well as our present five critics, 
that the people of Norfolk are more interested in the 
affairs of the County than its residents and its own com- 
munity paper. From this statement as published in the 
Norfolk newspapers, it was gleaned that the County has 
accumulated a surplus of $186,000, of which amount 
several thousands of dollars were added during the current 
year covered by the audit. The committee of five say, 
that the County has only a surplus of $25,000, which took 
eight years to accumulate. Somebody has erred or maybe, 
made a misinterpretation of the audit— figures are some- 
times misleading even should they have been seen anil 
attempted to be analyzed. 

We hesitate to use the word misleading but upon a 
careful study of the statement of the five gentlemen of 
Princess Anne County, it" would appear that they have 
attempted to infer that perchance of the passage of the 
proposed charter amendments that the Town would* cease 
to contribute toward the support of any of the County 
agencies. An erroneous or misleading impression — the 
proposed bill specifically sets forth that the Town will con- 
tinue to pay, on a per capita basis its part of the expense 
of the maintenance of alt such^tgencies from whieh it may 
receive benefits. It has been admitted by the County 
officials that the Town pays far in excess (something like 
$10,000 per year) of its per capita cost of the operations 
of such County agencies as it now participates in. Would 
anyone of these gentlemen, if perchance they entered into 
a joint enterprise be willing to pay more than his pro- 
portionate share of the operative cost of such adventure 
when the said payment would add to the increased profits

Roland Eaton, manager of the Cavalier 
Hotel, stated some weeks back before the 
Town Council while discussing the question 
of the Mosquito Control District that the 
News had given considerable publicity as to 
the purposes for its creation and the times

acted upon by the Town Council at special 
called meetings without general notice to the 

public. , .. 

In both of these cases where exceptions 
have been taken to our assertions our posi- 
tions have been affirmed by our critics. 

First— we charge that the County is creat- 
ing a surplus at the expense of the Town- 
admitted by our critics in their answer that 
if this revenue from the Town was cut off 
that the County's surplus would soon cease

Second— We charged that most important 
matters (such as elimination of the referen- 
dum on the Mosquito Control District and 
changing the Town Charter) were being 
taken up at unheralded special meetings ot 
the Town Council— matters which are or at 
least should be of vital interest to the puolic 
which may desire to discuss them before 
action is taken. 

Mr. Mowry, speaking for the Mosquito 
Control Commission, stated that the Council 
had been requested to reopen the proposal 
in order to consider the elimination of the re- 
ferendum phase. He stated that the matter 
was to be considered, supposedly, at a special 
meeting called for a Thursday night but that 
"Late on Tuesday afternoon, January 16th, 
we learned that the Council would meet that 
night, the Thursday date having been 
abandoned." It is interpreted that we 
means those in favor of the elimination of 
the referendum. Those desiring the referen- 
dum certainly had no- notice of the meeting 
nor that the matter would be reopened. It

of February 8th to the News as a testimonial 
that such procedure has been used. 

In all fairness' to Mr. Mowry and other 
members of the Mosquito Control Commis- 
sion we wish to state that ample notice of 
the intentions of attempting to create a Mos- 
quito Control District which would carry an 
additional tax upon local properties was 
given by paid advertisement, an open public 
hearing was held and notice was given of 
the dates it would be presented to the Town 
Council and the Board of Supervisors to be 
passed upon. The apathy displayed by the 

S.ublic qn the matter both pro and con was 
eplorable and therefore the Commission 
probably felt justified in reopening of th e 
question without further notice.

pressed with the fine «geenrjneiit that the 
Association and its road committeemen have 
shown in mapping the regional needs of the 
Albemarle, without regard to local interests, 
and avoiding entanglement in controversial 
local projects. Here is a thrilling program : 

(1) a Federal number for the road from 
Norfolk and Little Creek to Elisabeth City 
by way of Great Bridge and Moyock, sparing 
the motorist the confusion of the many State 
highway numbers that mark this route. 

(2) The bridging of Croatan Sound and Al- 
ligator River with the extension of paving on 
U. S. 64 and U. S. 264 from Columbia and 
Engelhard to Manns Harbor, making the 
Albemarle coast country nearer by about 75 
miles to more than three million North Caro- 
linians. 

(3) To compensate for the possible loss of 
much tourist traffic to the Northern Albe- 
marle by the opening of these southern arter- 
ies, the Association's road program empha- 
sizes the importance of the completion of 
N. C. 94 to Swan Quarter, via Fairfield, with 
the extension of 94 to Engelhard, providing 
the most important possible feeder for the 
Albemarle Sound bridge and adding a great 
area to the trade territory of the northern 
Albemarle counties. The Association risks 
some criticism of sponsoring a purely local 
project in putting the FairfieW-Engelhard 
link in its program, but its executives insist 
that in the regional program involved this 
link of 15 or 16 mites assumes regional im- 
portance. 

(4) The construction of a beach boulevard 
from Knotts Island to Kitty Hawk junction, 
which would tie in with the Virginia highway 
system through the already improved road 
from Knotts Island to Munden, Va. The con- 
struction of this road would mean the bridg- 
ing of a hah* mile to a mile of an arm of Cur- 
rituck Sound between Knotts Island and the 
beaches, but avoids the necessity of dicker- 
ing with the Virginia Highway Commission 
for a continuation of the ocean shore route 
to Virginia Beach. You can bet your bottom 
dollar that Virginia Beach will took after its 
interest and here is the beginning of a real 
ocean highway that will double and treble 
the tourist traffic that is available for the so- 
called ocean highway that U. S. 17 is repre- 
sented to be. The Association's program also 
includes a road from Oregon Inlet junction to 
Oregon Inlet. 

(5) A short-cut between Plymouth and 
Windsor, a distance of about 15 miles, involv 
ing the construction of a short bridge over 
the Roanoke River. The route is now served 
by a fair dirt road and a rope and barge 
ferry. If any one should call this a local pro- 
ject, it is only urging upon the State High- 
way Commission the correction of a grave 
omission in its county seat to county seat 
objective. 

Here is a program involving an expenditure 
of hardly more than six million dollars, which 
spread over a period of five years amounts 
to a little more than a million dollars a year, 
which should leave several millions for sec- 
ondary roads in the Albemarle counties, if 
these counties get the two million dollars a 
year allocation that they are entitled to. 

Elizabeth City's wholehearted support of 
this program will do much to relieve Eliz- 
abeth City of the odious criticism to which 
it has been subjected by its local chamber of 
commerce which has succeeded in building up 
a considerable wall of ill-will around the city. 
One of its latest boners was the sponsorship 
of a project to get a Federal highway number 
from Norfolk-Little Creek to Elizabeth City, 
tne same number to supplement U. S. 17 
from Elizabeth City to Washington via Albe- 
marle Sound bridge. Here was an Elizabeth 
City trade organization setting out to deliber- 
ately side-track tourist traffic from Edenton 
and Windsor in its trade territory for the 
benefit of Washington, a town remote from 
its trade territory and with which it has few 
interests in common. The Greater Albemarle 
Association deserves the active support of 
every business interest in Elizabeth City if 
only for its greater vision in striving for 
neighborliness by paramounting regional 
needs over local self interests. Notice that 
the Greater Albemarle Association asks for a 
Federal number for the Norfolk-Little 
Creek-Elizabeth City routes only to Elizabeth 
City, which Edenton and Windsor heartily 
approves.

He used money 
thus collected to gamble on the 
stock market while he was pub. 
ncly denouncing those who played 
the market. 

"He raised money for the Radio 
League of the Little Flower upon 
solemn assurances that it was a 
"non-political organization" and 
then used some of that money to 
build a privately controlled poli- 
tical organization. 

"He created a corporation with 
the Christian charitable objective 
of aiding the poor and the desti- 
tute, called it the Social Justice 
Poor Society, but never lifted a 
finger for the poor and the des- 
titute. The corporation was used 
as a holding company for his pri- 
vately owned publishing business. 
"While speaking and writing as 
a "friend of labor." he secretly 
tried to split labor's union ranks. 
"While denouncing Nazism over 
the air and in his magazine, he 
was disseminating Nazi propa- 
ganda. 

These and his other charges Mr. 
Spivak attempts to substantiate 
with documentary evidence, witli 
reports of his interviews with vari- 
ous of Father Coughlln's asso- 
ciates or subordinates, and ac- 
counts of his private investigation 
of the different organizations 
popularly associated with the 
priest.

For seventy-seven days the 
Finnish Army, fighting with its 
back to the wall, has staved off 
the inevitable. There has never 
been any reason to btlieve that a 
nation of a few million people 
could prevail against an adversary 
many times its size, unless it had 
assistance from its friends. The 
very courage of the Finns has 
tended to conceal this fact. No- 
thing can conceal it any longer. 
An enemy that can use its over, 
whelming superiority in the air to 
cripple lines of communication; 
an enemy that can throw literally 
hundreds of thousands of shells 
against a short front in a single 
day; an enemy that can bring up 
wave on wave of fresh troops 
from an almost inexhaustible ., 
stock of manpower: such an enemj*** 1 
cannot be held back forever. It 
is typical of the Finns that even 
after losing the first outposts of 
the only line that stands between 
them and destruction, they fight 
as gallantly as ever. But the Rus- 
sians have served notice now of 
the pre-emptive force of numbers. 

For seventy-seven days the 
Finnish people, as well as the Fin- 
nish armies, have given a per- 
formance that entitles them to 
receive promptly, and not merely 
at the convenience of others, such 
help as the outside world is pre- 
pared to give them, whether that 
help takes the form of loans foir 
"non-munitions," munitions them- 
selves, volunteers or contributions 
for relief.

"The present prevalence of 
colds and more serious affections 
of the upper respiratory tract 
places a definite responsibility 
upon the public.

The more 
common form of attack at pre- 
sent involves an onset with symp- 
toms similar to the ordinary cold 
or sore throat, the acute stage 
characterized by fever, weakness, 
generalized aching, coughing, and 
general malaise, and the convales- 
cent period.

Howling winds of icy tempera- 
ture swept across Chesapeake Bay 
last week, endangering the lives 
of fishermen and damaging trawl- 
ers and the few remaining nets 
which survived the Ice floes of 
late January.

SPEEDOMETERS SHOW TOURIST TRAVEL 

R e gi o n a l Foresters and other officials of the National Park Sys- 
tem have been in session at Washington this month devoting them, 
selves to the task of devising effective uniform' methods for handling 
park problems. 

The broad open spaces demand a great deal of paternal can from 
the Federal Government. 

t In the annual report of the Secretary of the Interior, fresh off 
the press, it is noted that the Federal Park System has more than a 
million and a half acres than it possessed a year ago— a total at pre- 
sent of 20,817,228 acres. 

American tourists and travelers love their National Parks, which 
Is shown by the fact that 16,250,000 persons visited them during the 
past year. These visitors to the Federal Parks "came from all the 
states in the Union and most of its territories, and from many for- 
eign countries," says Park Ser v ice. 

Stories are related about Latin Americans and their flare for 
travel, and how the war has influenced their Inclinations to visit the 
high-spots of the United States. One group recently visited the 
Grand Canyon and was so thrilled with the sights of the South Ran 
that they took a couple of days more to t rave l around and behold 
the North Rim. That was a big trip, despite the fact that as a crow 
flies it is only ten miles across from Rim to Rim. 

Figures are available that show the annual average mileage of 
individual passenger automobiles is 8,870 mites. 

Our 30 million American automobiles are capable of carrying the 
entire population of the United States— that being teas than 5 persons 
per car. And practically aU these cars are capable of crossing the 
continent in anywhere from 6 to 12 days. A grand tour that will 
enable any person to see the high spots of the United States is pos- 
sible, with comfort and care, in from 90 to 90 days. The forty-eight 
states safeguard and supervise the traffic within their borders, while 
at points of interest one finds the forces of the Federal State, city 
and local governments always busy and always c htufu D 



In a recent address, W. Ran- 
dolph Burgess of the National City 
Bank of New York, said this; 
"This war Is being fought with 
money and machinery and the 
movement of trade. Whether we 
realize it or not the American dol- 
lar is the financial anchor for the 
world. The competence of our 
administration of this trust will 
react on the whole world both 
now and after the war. And our 
own further recovery from depres- 
sion will be largely Influenced by 
people's confidence In the stability 
and future value of their money." 

It is not an exaggeration to say 
that this confidence has been 
somewhat shaken during the last 
few years— very largely because 
of Shifting governmental policies, 
and new and experimental innova- 
tions affecting our money. A great 
many of us have wondered Just 
what a dollar is going to be worth 
tomorrow in terms of purchasing 
power, which are the only terms 
of value worth considering. With- 
out going into the technicalities 
of tiie government's monetary ex- 
periments, it should be pointed 
out that their wisdom as well as 
their necessity are gravely doubt- 
ed tag men whose .standing in the 
field of both practical and theor- 
etical economics Is of the high- 
est. Our gold policy, to point to 
a particularly outstanding ex- 
ample, is widely considered dan- 
gerous and mistaken. 

Our own undeniable responsibi- 
lity to a world which looks to us 
for financial leadership and stabi- 
lity, to say nothing of our re- 
sponsibility to ourselves and our 
descendants, makes it absolutely 
necessary that the scientific, not 
the political, approach be taken

Railroad allowed the one-room 
building to be placed on its prop- 
erty on 17th Street and the town 
supplied free water. About two 
yean ago, after Miss Lillian Ash- 
ley had followed Miss Lovell as 
public health nurse, a venereal 
d isease clinic was started at the 
Health Center, under the super- 
vision of local doctors, and it soon 
became apparent that the one 
small room was entirely inade- 
quate to accommodate those need- 
ing examination and treatment. 
Sixty-five persons, white and 
came to the clinic on one 
Plans were considered 
for a larger building but there 
were many problems to be over- 
come. Among other difficulties 
was the fact that a more perman- 
ent buil d ing could not be placed 
on the Norfolk-Southern property, 
soon to be used f or s bus termin- 
al; even more onsoluUe seemed 
the financial problem. 

patients at the venereal disease 
clinic paid 50 cents per treatment 
or anything they wished to donate 
(although if unable to pay at an, 
treatment was given free). This 
money was used at first for sup- 
plies—needles, alcohol and drugs. 
The drugs later were given by the 
State Health Department but 
other supplies still had to be pur- 
chased. Over and above these ex- 
penditures, however, 1300 was 
eventually saved toward the new 
building. To this, In the spring of 
1939, the Town of Virginia Beach 
added $100, at the same time giv- 
ing permission for the building to 
be placed on town property at 
19th Street and Arctic Avenue, 
next to the Police and Fire Sta- 
tion. The new Health Center was 
buUt, but the $400 did not, of 
course, cover its expenses and the 
Income from the venereal disease 
clinic has not been sufficient to 
pay off the debt. It still needs 
equipment snd Improvements that 
could not at first be provided. It 
is toward the end of paying off 
teh debt and putting the Health 
Center Into the condition desir- 
able for serving the community's 
public health needs that the 
movie benefit has been planned. 
The Health Center is used not 
only for the Venereal Disease 
Clinics but also for prental clinics, 
well-baby clinics and typhoid, 
diphtheria and small pox immuni- 
zation clinics, all offered free to 
the public. The Center Is open 
every Tuesday from 8:30 until 
noon, with Miss Ashley in atten- 
dance and with the Virginia Beach 
doctors alternating in giving their

Counties. He directs and sponsors 
all health projects and works with 
Miss Ashley on matters pertaining 
to public health hi the County. 

As living conditions and health 
among our poorer population are 
improved, so is our whole com- 
munity improved. Health condi- 
tions are growing better in the 
schools and thus among the whole 
population. The State supplies 
the health officer and nurse 
whose services are untiring. The 
general public is now for the first 
tune given a chance to have a 
small part in this worthwhile 
work.
